It has been an overwhelming democratic 
victory. 

The decks have been swept clear of the 
enemy, and after the 4th of March, the 
democrats will be in full control of the 
government. 

We will have the president, the senate, 
aml the house of representatives, while the 
chief justice and several of the justices of 
the supreme court are democrats. 

It was the grandest and most glorious 
democratic triumph in the history of the 
country. 

The victory in all “the doubtful states” 
together with success in Dlinois, Wisconsin 
and perhaps Ohio, was a grand tri- 
umph of democratic principles; it was a 
perfect landslide, but, when coupled with 
the fact that the republicans have 
lost the United States Senate, 
and the house of representatives 
remains democratic it is all the more 
glorious. There has never been anything 
like it. It is amazing. It means the death 
of the republican party and the permanent 
triumph of democracy and the principles 
Wwe advocate. 

Democracy may have an absolute majori- 
ty of the United States senate; certain it 
is, that the repubicaaos will be in the minori- 
ty. The present populist senators, Kyle 
and Peffer, are with the democrats on the 
tariff and other great issues. Those who 
will probably be chosen as a result of this 
eléction will be the same. Thus the demo- 
crats are certain to control the senate and 
it is probable they will have a majority of 
straight democrats.

The terms of eight democratic senators 
expire March 4th, but each of the states 
they represent have elected democratic leg- 
islature.

Pasco, of Florida; Turpie, of Indiana; Cock- 
erell, of Missouri; Blodget, of New Jer- 
sey; Bate, of Tennessee: Faulkner, of West 
Virginia; and Mills, of Texas. 

The republican senators who go out are 
F elton, of California; Hawley, of Connect- 
icut; Dawes, of Massachusetts; Stockbridge, 
of Michigan; Davis, of Minnesota; Sanders, 
of Montana; Paddock, of Nebraska; Stew- 
art, of Nevada; Hiscock, of New York; 
Casey, of North Dakota; Quay, of Penn- 
Sylvania; Allen, of Washington; Sawyer, 
of Wisconsin; and Warren, of Wyoming. 
‘In the first place Stewart, of Nevada, 
who has abandoned the republican party, 
Will ve with the democrats on all important 
issues. He will be re-elected as a people’s 
party senator.

In the Nebraska legislature the republi- 
cans are in the minority, wich means an 
anti-republican senator, who, whether he be 
democrat in name or not, will act and vote 
With them on the tariff and all other is- 
sues.

publican gains. 

However, it would seem that the re 
publicans will lose five senators, which will 
cause them to haye five less than a majori- 
ty of the senate. But even if the demo- 
crats get only three or four they will con- 
trol the senate. That they will do this is 
sure. 

The democrats will have the senate, and 
can admit New Mexico and Arizona, which 
will, perhaps, be one of the first acts of 
the new congress. The admission of these 
territories will give the democrats four more 
senators, er absolute control of the body, 
without the aid of the people’s party sena- 
tors. 

And the house. Well, the enormous dem- 
ocratic majority of 144 in the house has 
been cut down but not more than was ex- 
pected by the democrats. The democratic 
majority as it now stands seems to be be- 
tween eighty and one hundred. 

What Democratic Success Means. 

The fact that every branchiof the gov- 
ernment is to be democratic after the 4th 
of March, means an era of prosperity and 
plenty to all the people. Not since the war 
has the democratic party been in power. 
Not once have they been in position to en- 
act legislation. The only time we have had 
the presidency, a republican senate stood 
as a barrier, and the house and president 
were unable to enact Jegislation. 

The prosperity which prevailed under the 
last Cleveland administration will be ex- 
ceeded now, for the full legislative power 
of the country will be in the hands of the 
democrats. Under Mr. Cleveland’s 
administration there was such prosperity in 
the south as she had never known since the 
war. New towns were built everywhere 
and they prospered. But with the advent 
of the Harrison administration and the leg- 
islature of the Reed congress, which was 
antagnonistic to all the people’s interests 
and in the interest of monopoly, the dic- 
tum commenced and continued. 

The passage of the McKinley tariff bill, 
the attempt to pass the force bill, and va- 
rious iniquitions sepublican measures, caus- 
ed a decline in values and a consequent 
business depression among all the people. 

But with the democratic victory now 
will come such prosperity to the country as 
it has never known. 

The democrats will act. 

The first great benefit to all the people 
will be in the reform of the tariff. It will 
be reduced to the lowest possible point at 
which sufficient revenue for the administra- 
tion of the government can be raised. By 
it every man, woman and child in America 
will be benifited. Everything they use will 
be cheaper, the necessaries of life will be 
placed on the free list, and the protected 
manufacturer will be a thing of the past. 
Money will be more plentiful and the coun- 
try and the people will be prosperous, There 
will be no ferce bill, and no unequal and un- 
just appropriation bills. There will be no 


more increnses of pensions to men who never . 


heard a gun fired during the war. The 
soldiers who deserve pensions will always 
be provided for but the pension office and 
the treasury will no lénger be used for the 
purpose of vote buying. at the expense of 
the people of the country. Indeed, there 
will ‘be a general reforin all around and all 
the people will be benefited. Prosperity and 
plenty will prevail throughout the land. 


OH, WILLIE, WHERE ARE YOU ATP 


The Whole Country Joins in That Message 
to McKinley. 

Cincinnati, O., November 9.—In the ex- 
citement and uproar of the news of the 
great victory last night, the democrats 
overlooked Ohio, presuming that this 
state would cast its usual republican ma- 
jority. When the reports were received 
from Columbus this afternoon that the 
republican majorities were being rapidly 
overcoine and that there was a strong 
probability that Ohio had followed the 
example of Illinois and Wisconsin, there 
was a tremendous sensation in public 
places and a demand for. the © latest 
news. 

At 3 o’clock it was stated that thirty- 
six counties showed a net democratic 
gain of nearly 15,000 and that if this 
ratio was kept up Cleveland would win 
by not less than from 3,000 to 5,000. It 
was hard to make the democrats believe 
that there would be any truth in the dis- 
patches from the eapital, but about 5 
o'clock Colonel W. A. Taylor telegraphed 
that he claimed his election as secretary 
of state by 2,500 plurality. 

The latest tonight is that the republi- 
can electors have triumphed by from 
6,000 to 10,000 plurality, but the demo- 
cratic candidate for secretary of state, 
who is a very popular man, has won by 
upwards of 2,000. 

The wonderful gains for Cleveland in 
the state are attracting widespread at- 
tention from all over the country. The 
recent republican legislature so gerry- 
mandered the state that the democrats, 
under ordinary circumstances, could not 
get more than five congressmen, but to 
the complete surprise of even the demo- 
crats themselves, the party elects ten of 
the twenty-one congressmen, with an- 
other district somewhat in doubt. 

The victory of Harter was a grand one. 
The republicans put Mr. Harter in a dis- 
trict which was thought to be sure for 
1,500 republican majority, but instead of 
being beaten by that figure he wins by 
nearly 1,000. 

The triumph of Tom Johnson in the 
Cleveland district was another great sur- 
prise. Johnson is a single tax advocate 
and a free trader, and the most promi- 
nent street railway magnate in the state. 


‘He is particularly popular with the work- 


ingmen and he carries the district which 
ought to have given, according to the 
basis of last year, a republican majority 
of ubout two thousand, by more than one 
thousand. 

McKinley’s old republican district has 
also been carried by tke democrats, who 
elected Ikert over T. R. Morgan, an un- 
popular manufacturer. James M. Ashley, of 
Toledo, who has served his party in con- 
gress before, was beaten by Ritchie, demo- 
erat. in that strong republican district. 
Pearson, democrat, is probably elected in 
the seventeenth district, although the re- 
publicans will not give up Poorman, and in- 
sist he will come out all right by about 


nel W. A. Taylor Is elected has been con- 
firmed, although there are about twenty- 
five counties yet to hear from, which may 
rob the democrats of this remarkable vic- 
tory. In Hancock county Taylor ran 1,000 
votes ahead of his ticket and he also sur- 
prised his friends in many other localities. 

The republicans in Cincinnati, which was 
the only large city in the country that went 
republican, are very bitter against McKin- 
Jey. It is said that Foraker is not much dis- 
tressed over the result, as he was never 
enthusiastically for Harrison. One thing 
seems to besettled and that is that the 
Ohio republicans will turn down McKinley 
next year and refuse to renominate him for 
governor. 

The vote of the state has been very large 
at this election and may reach 900,000. 
The republicans have lost everywhere, par- 
ticularly in the cities and counties in the 
Western Reserve. Summit county, which 
ought to give 1,500 republican, goes for 
Cleveland by 40 plurality; and there are 
several other counties which show just as 
surprising a gain. It now seems evident 
that the republican electors will get in by 
a bare plurality.

EVERYBODY AGREES ON ILLINOIS, 


The Great Victory There Is Complete, and 
Republicans Concede It. 

Chicago,” Il., November 9.—It was 
not defeat merely, but annihilation that 
overtook the republican party in Illi- 
nois. Cleveland, Altgeld and the democra- 
ic state ticket have been elected by a ma- 
jority ranging from 2U,000 to 25,000. Thea 
managers of both the republican and dem- 
ocratic Campaign committees agree: 

That Cleveland and Stevenson have tar- 
ried the state by about 15,000 majority. 
The republicans making the majority less, 
the democrats more than this number; 
that Altgeld has been elected governor by 
about 15,000 majority; that the congres- 
sional delegation will stand 15 democrats to 
7 republicans; that in the next legislature 
the democrats will have a majority in each 
branch; that Joe Cannon has been elec- 
ted to congress from the Fifteenth district; 
that Cook county is democratic by at least 
20,000 majority. 

On these main propositions there is no 
dispute. Democratic national eommittee- 
man Cable’s claim on these points are not 
questioned. Of greater moment than even 
the election of the democratic state ticket 
is the result of the contest in the legisla- 
tive districts. While complete returns have 
not been received from all the precincts, 
enough is known to indicate clearly how 
the next Illinois general assembly will stand 
as to political complexion. It will be 28 
democrats and 23 repubicans, in the sen- 
ate, and SO democrats and 73 republicans 
in the house. This will give the demo- 
crats a majority on joint ballot of 130. 
Even if one or two districts be 


is safely democratic on joint ballot. The 
assemblymem and senators elected yester- 
day have the task of reapportioning the 
state into congressional and state senatorial 
districts under the cénsus of 1890. Lilinois 
gained two congressmen by the showing of 
the last census and the number ofsmembers 
in the state legislature will also be . in- 
creased: The state senators elected yester- 
day will hold over into 1894 and will par- 
ticipate in the election of a United States 
senator to succeed Cullom. 
Nearly complete returns of Cook county 
at midnight give’ Cleveland and Altgeld 
pluralities of over 32,000. This gives them 
18,000 to 20,000 in the state. 
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INDIANA’S GRANO SHOWING. 


Editor Morss, of the Indianapolis Sentinel, 
' Tells the Great News. 

Indianapolis, Ind., November 9.—(Special.) 
There has not been for one moment since 
the returns from Indiana began coming in 
the slightest doubt as to the result in this 
state. The Western Union bulletins have 
been misleading, probably not intentionally, 
but why they should have deen so greatly 
at variance with the actual facts it is diffi- 
cult to understand. 

Cleveland has carried the state in the low- 
est vote it ever polled by the greatest plu- 
rality it ever gave to any presidential can- 
didate excepting to Grant at his second 
elections. 

Returns now complete from seventy-four 
counties out of ninety-two showed a net 
plurality for Cleveland of 6,395, being a 
net democratic gain of 8.743 over 1888. 
The remaining eighteen counties will, esti- 
mated on the same basis, give a net demo- 
te a rage A = 3,400, bringing the total 
plurality to 9,795.

From the time the republican party was 
organized, 1854, it never failed to 
this county for its presidential candidate 
until four years when Harrison ost to 
Cleveland by 376. plurality. This is now 
increased to 1,000, thanks chiefly to the 
Australian election law which has put a 
complete stop to the intimidation and coer- 
sion of voters by the protected manufact- 
urers and has made bribery on any scale 
impossible.

The Morning at Headquarters. 

There was great jubilation at democratic 
headquarters today. A crowd of politicians 
gathered there and gave full vent to their 
feelings. 

Men prominent in the managément of the 
campaign went home to get a little sleep

SENATOR HILL INTERVIEWED.

The United States Senate. 


Editor Constitution: During the four years 
of Mr. Cleveland’s administration, from March 
4, 1885, to March 4, 1889, no democratic pol- 
icy could be carried out and no democratic 
measure could be enacted jnto law because 
the United States senate was all the time re- 
publican by a majority, small but stubborn. 
VYhis majority prevented the passage of a tar- 
iff reform bill or any other reform Dill. 

One of the arguments used by Mr. Harrison's 
friends in the campaign just closed was that 
this state of things would not continue for the 
next four years in the event of Mr. Cleve- 
land's election, aud voters were appealed to 
in pehalf of Mr. Harrjson on the ground that 
if Mr. Cleveland should be elected, both 
branches of congress would also be democratic 
and that in this case at least the tail would 
go with the hide. This is likely to be ouly 
partially true for although the house of rep- 
resentatives will be safely democratic for the 
next two years, the senate, while undoubtedly 
cen will not be squarely demo- 
cratic. 

Tne present house has a membership of 332,

republicans and ten belong to the people's par- 

. Khe new house will have sod members. 
Keturns so far ‘are very meager. They show 
democratic gains in Arkansas, California, 
Georgia and, probabiy, Nebraska, but there 
are josses in Alabama, probavly, indiana, 
iowa, Maryland, Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Minnesota, probably, Wisconsin, Moniuna, 
Nebraska, New Hampshire, New Jersey, prob- 
ably, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Knode Is- 
land, Virginia, probably, and Wisconsin. The 
net loss cannot go above furty, and maybe 
as little as thirty, so that there will be in the 
next house somewhere between 105 and 2U5 
democrats, and 161i republicans and popu- 
lists twelve or fifteen of the latter, giving the 
democrats a majority over all of from thirty- 
tuur to fifty-four. 

The senate of eighty-eight members is com- 
posed of forty-six jrepublicans thirty-nine 
Gemocrats and three independents, Kyle, of 
South Dakota, Pepper, of Kansas, and Stew- 
art, of Nevada, the three latter being support- 
ers of General Weaver. Senator Stewart's term 
expires next March, but there js riper” Beaty coo 
to belteve that he will be re-elected. The dem- 
ocrats will hold all of their senators, the 
only legislatures which the republicans hoped 
to gain being those of Delaware, Indiana and 
West Virginia, which are safely democratic. 

Ou the other hand, the republicans have 
lost to the democrats the legislatures of New 
York and Wisconsin ted ge democratic suc- 
cessors to Senators Hiscock and Sawyer, thus 
increasing to eet one the number of. demo- 
cratic senators. There is at this writing, a 
considerable probability of tle California leg- 
islature being democratic, which would give 
another senator jn place of Felton, republi- 
ean, serving out the unexpired term of Senator 
Hearst. deceased, The Michigan and Montana 
legislatures are probably republican, thus 
saving to that y the seats of Senators 
Stockbridge and Sanders. This calculation 
will give the democrats forty-one or forty-two 
senators. a sufficient number, united witn the 
three independents to give the combination a 
matority or tie the senate with Vicc President 
Stevenson in the chair. 

- But there remains the legislatures of Kansas 
and Nebraska will choose successors to Sen- 
ators Perkins and Pa k both republicans. 
Indications are that the democrats and inde- 
pendents will control the Nebraska legislature 
und thev may do*the same in Kansas. There

Rev. D. W. Brannen, of Milledgeville, gives 
some interesting information about the Girls’ 
Narmal and Industrial college. The work 
has gone on so. quietly that few people real- 
ize what a great work.is being done down 
at Milledgeville. There are in attendance on 
the college classes alone 3830 matriculated 
students exclusive of the “specials.” In this 
number ninety-two out of the 137 counties 
of the state are represented. It can thus be 
seen that it is a thoroughly representative in- 
stitution. What may be interesting to the 
farmers of the state is the fact that 185, or 
60 per cent of the whole number in atten- 
dance came from the families of farmers. 


Another interesting thing is that at least 
200 of the girls would never have had the 
advantages of the higher education were it 
not for this institution. By actual count 
sixty-three are making their own way 
through college, from the meagre savings of 
previous earnest toil. Numbers of others are 
aided by relatives who are ‘themselves in 
straitened circumstances. The small ex- 
penses make this possible. President Chap- 
pel, after a thorough examination, states 
that the expenses are at least two-thirds 
less than the majority | of female colleges. 


As a natural result of this, there is not a 
more earnest, faithful set of students any- 
where. The president, who, as all know, has 
had wide experience, and is not given to 
exaggeration, states that the morals of the 
school is higher than that of any other in- 
stitution with which he has ever been con- 
nected. This is also partly due to the age 
of the students, the average of all the schools 
being something over seventeen years—the 
graduating age of most female colleges. . But 
the most pleasing feature of the school is the 
high grade of work done. Often students ap- 
ply to enter the junior or senior class, hold- 
ing diplomas from leading femalé colleges, 
but on examination have to be relegated to 
the freshman or sophomore. The teachers, 
as is known, are specialists and admirably 
thorough. There is absolutely no sham work. 
There is nothing done for effect. The whole 
aim is to do earnest, faithful work. The 
progress of the students, as a result, is rapid. 
There are 117 in the normal department pre- 
paring themselves specially for teaching. 
Many of these will go out next June trained 
by the best talent of the country, a veritable 
boon to the rnral districts of Georgia, fitted 
by the best and most modern methods of 
pedagogy. In a month or two a number of 
young ladies will accept positions as steno 
graphers and typewriters, who have been in 
attendance only a little over a yéar, but who 
can take by dictation and transcribe over a 
hundred words a minute of difficult matter. 
The other departments are fully up to these, 
many in the dressmaking department de- 
fraying a great part of their expenses by 
turning the art at which they are perfecting 
themselves to practical account. And it must 
be borne in mind that, in addition to the 
normal course, nearly all the girls take as 
many as one or two industrial courses, the 
same being the case with the industrial stu- 
dents with reference to the normal; no fre- 
striction being laid on taking the courses, 
except as to the capacity and time of the 
student. ~ oes 


But the college is already to some extent 
handicapped. The class building is overfidw- 
ing, the class rooms are crowded, the teachers 
are overworked. The president is turning dp- 
plicants away daily except those from coun- 
ties which have not their full quota of repre- 
sentationg The formitories, accommodating 
over one hundred and twenty, are full, and 
over one-half of’ the students are compelled 
to board in private families. These are only 
the observations of an outsider, but are facts 
verified by the authorities of the school. 

There is no doubt that the state will liberally

GOVERNOR NORTHEN ON THE RESULT 


He Sees in It the Perpetuation of the 
Democratic Party and Death to 
the Republicans. 


Goveamor W. J. Northen did not go to 
bed Tuesday night until he knew pretty 
well that Georgia had elected a democratic 
congressman in every district in the state 
and that Grover Cleveland would be the 
next president of the United States. The 
last telegram the governor received stated 
that Hancock, his home county, had given 
Major Black 900 majority. That was grati- 
fying to the governor and he slept well. 
Early yesterday morning he received a dis- 
patch saying that Hancock had given 
Cleveland and Black 1,000 majority. 

Governor Northen was deeply interested 
in the campaign in the tenth. He wanted 
to see Black get a handsome majority and 
he was delighted with the result. 

“It is splendid,” he remarked. ‘We seem 
to have all we could reasonably have ask- 
ed for. This is a magnificient endorsement 
of the principles of our party.” 

Whether OCOleveland’s victory had any- 
thing to do with the governor’s inclination 
to clemency or not, he did save the life of 
& man who was sentenced to die tomorrow. 
Evans Holt is the criminal’s name. He is 
‘under sentence of death in Tattnall county 
for murder. His application for reprieve 
was put in some time ago. Yesterday the 
governor decided to grant a respite for 
thirty days, and in the meantime will 
decide what to do when the extension runs 
out. 

It may be that the victory did dispose the 
executive to give the condemned man a 
respite. 

“What do you think of it governor?” a 
Constitution man asked him. 

“To my mind it is the most important 
political event that has occurred in this 
country since the war,’ he replied. ‘This 
is an endorsement of the democratic party 
which means far more than appears on the 
surface. It is more than an expression 
of confidence in Mr. Cleveland. It is de 
cidedly more significient than Mr. Cleve 
lands’ election four years ago would have 
been. Then he had the influence of an ad- 
ministration at his back. But yesterday 
the support of the army of officeholders 
was behind his opponent. Greater than the 
influence of federal officials is the sober 
judgment of the people of our land. The 
people were endorseing Mr. Cleveland and 
the prinsiples of the democratic party. The 
American people said that it is time to re- 
pudiate the republican party and its policy.

The Atlanta Trust & Banking 
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Mr, Woodward, a Candidate for Mayor, 
Causes Much Talk on the Streets 


BY STAYING FROM THE POLLS TUESDAY 


When the Third Ward Was Apparently in 
Doubt end His Vote Was Needed 
He Neglected to Show Up. 


Mr. James G. Woodward, a candidate 
for mayor, did not vote in the national 
election Tuesday. 

And all day yesterday his friends and 
admirers were discussing the absence of 
his vote from the third ward ballot box. 

That was one of the supposed doubtful 
wards of the city, and at one time it looked 
very much sails republicans and third 
party people would be able to carry it. So 
strong was this belief that the good dem- 
ocrats of the ward turned out almost to a 
man, and after voting themselves, hustled 
out those wzo had not gone to the polls. 

But there were some who did not go 
even then, and among the number was Mr. 
Woodward, who is an aspirant for the 
chair Mr. rlemphill now occupies. 

Why didn't Mr. Woodward voice? 

That’s what a great mass of Atlan- 
tians who will exercise their right to vote 
next week, would like to know. 

Mr. Woodward has posed before Atlan- 
tians as a good hardshell democrat ever 
since he entered the political arena, and in 
that gentleman’s democratic faith, the peo 
ple who supported him have had the great- 
est confidence. His friends have not only 
thought that he would vote nothing but 
the straight democratic ticket, but that 
he would turn out at any and all times 
and work for the success of their cause. 
So when it became noised about the streets 
yesterday that the candidate for mayor 
had not only not worked for the demo- 
cratic ticket, but that he had remained 
away from the polls when his vote would 
have done the democratic caupe good, 
there was a general uplifting of eye brows. 

The Stery Reaches His Ears. 


For a time every friend and acquaint- 
once of Mr. Woodward doubted the ac- 
curacy of the statement, but in the after- 
noon, when the gentleman himself admit- 
ted that he hal not voted at all, these 
same brows dropped and a smile that 
is hard to describe took its place. Not 
even Mr. Woodward’s warmest friend 
was nleased with the declaration that he 
had failed to vote. It wasn’t long after 
the ugly -criticism about the absence of 
Mr. Woodward’s vote began to float about, 
that the stories reached his ears. The 
talk wasn’t pleasant to him by any means, 
and it didn’t take the gentleman very long 
to denounce the purveyers of the narative 
in the bitterest terms. The epithets he 
applied to those who were retailing the 
story were very bitter, and if they had been 
repeated in the presence of those who had 
first brought the information out, the 
chances are that there would have been a 
fight or two to chronicle yesterday. 

“It’s true,” said Mr. Woodward, when 
asked about the matter “that I did not 
vote. But I want to say that if I had not 
been in the race for mayor, the absence of 
my vote would never have been noted.” 

“Why didn’t you vote?” he was asked. 

“Because I didn’t have the time. I was 
busy, and for that reason neglected to 


<a to the pollss. But I notice that nothing 


s said about the other three thousand or 
more who failed to go up and drop in 
their votes. It’s simply campaign stuff 
they are putting out on me.” 

“And you didn’t vote because you didn’t 
have time?’ : 

“That’s the reason. I was busy, and 
didn’t have the time. Had Georgia been 
a close or doubtful state, I'd have walked 
ten miles to have put in my vote for 
Cleveland.” 

“And Small?” 

“No , for Cleveland and Livingston. I'd 
have voted the straight democratic all 
the way through. That's the way I was 
raised.” 

“Had you beem mayor would you have 
found time to vote?’ 

“No more than I had yesterday.” 

“But it has been suggested that your 
time Tuesday was given up to electioneer- 
ing and not to your work?’
